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THE    FARM    INCOME  SITUATION 


Preliminary  Estimates  for  J anuary 

The  decline  in  total  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  from  December  to 
January  was  less  than  usually  occurs  in  the  first  month  of  the  year.  The 
preliminary  estimate  of  cash  income  was  lr^9  million  dollars  in  January  com- 
pared with  1,692  million  dollars  in  Decemher,    Although  income  from  crops 
dropped  li  percent  and  income  from  livestock  declined  3  percent,  these  changes 
were  much  less  than  generally  occurs*    Income  from  fruits  and  nuts  dropped 
rather  sharply,  but  neither  citrus  nor  deciduous  fruits  declined  as  much  as 
usual.    Income  from  apples,  grapefruit  and  lemons  was  relatively  high. 
Receipts  from  cotton  and  cottonseed  were  dovm  about  18  percent  which  was  much 
less  than  the  usual  seasonal  drop.    Income  from  feed  grains  and  hay  declined 
more  than  usual,  owing  mostly  to  reduced  receipts  from  corn.    Although  income 
from  tobacco  rose  somewhat,  the  increase  was  not  as  great  as  generally  occurs. 

The  falling  off  of  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was 
not  quite  equal  to  the  regular  seasonal  decline.    Estimated  marketings  of  hogs 
were  considerably  in  excess  of  the  December  marketings  while  sales  of  cattle, 
calves,  sheep  and  lambs  were  slightly  reduced.    Average  prices  for  sheep  and 
lambs  were  up  for  January  as  compared  with  December,  but  average  prices  of 
other  meat  animals  were  not  changed.    The  increase  in  receipts  from  dairy 
products  was  8  percent,  which  was  greater  than  usual.    The  quantity  of  milk 
sold  at  wholesale  made  a  substantial  gain.    The  sharp  drop  in  income  from 
poultry  and  eg-s  was  due  to  the  greater  than  usual  decline  in  sales  of  chickei 
and  broilers,  while  the  number  of  eggs  marketed  made  more  than  the  ordinary 
seasonal  gain. 


Summary 

Incomes  both  from  crops  and  from  livestock  for  the  United  States  in 
19^43  were  each  2h  percent  greater  than  for  13k2.    Receipts  from  meat  aiiimals. 
poultry  and  eggs,  and  dairy  products  by  States  were  quite  generally  higher 
than  in  19^2,    Marketing  of  the  largest  number  of  hogs  in  the  history  of  the 
country,  and  the  sale  of  increased  numbers  of  eggs  from  larger^  flocks  accounted 
for  most  of  the  advance  in  income. 

The  percentage  increases  in  income  from  crops  for  the  entire  year  I9U3 
over  I9U2  for  different  regions,  ranged  from  ik  percent  in  the  East  ITorth 
Central  region  to  35  percent  in  the  Western  region.    The  record  potato  crop 
in  Maine,  favorable  prices  for  tobacco  in  Connecticut,  exceptional  crops  of 
citrus  fruits  in  Florida  both  in  19I+2  and  19U3.  and  the  valuable  crop  of  .  vege- 
tables in  Arizona  went  a  long  way  in  bringing  about  the  increases  in  receipts 
from  crops  in  I9I13  of  well  over  50~  percent  as  compared  with  19U2.  .In  Oklahoma, 
income  from  crops  in  I9U3  dropped  to  21  percent  below  13k2  partly  because  of 
the  damage  to  the  cotton  crop  caused' by  the  summer  drought,  and  the  relatively 
low  yields  of  winter  wheat  which,  with  considerable  reduction  in  acreage, 
resulted  in  a  significant  decline  in  production. 

Increases  in  incomes  from  marketings  of' feed  crops,  oil-bearing  crops, 
tobacco .  fruits  and  nuts,  and  potatoes  and  other  vegetables  were  largely 
responsible  for  the' 11  percent  gain  in  receipts  .from  crops  in  December  19^3 
over  the  .same  month  in  I9U2  for  the  United  States,    Increases  in  returns  from 
n^eat  animals  and  from  poultry  and  eggs  helped  greatly  , to  bring  about  a  I5  per- 
cent rise  in  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  December. 
Total  income  from' all  marketings  rose  I3  percent  over  December  I9U2. 
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Income  for  December  I9U3  was  5  p-evcmt  below  the  previous  year  in  both 
the  West  ITorth  Central  and  the  South  Central  regions.    Largely  because  of  the 
much  smaller  cotton  crop  in  Missouri  in  19^3  ^^sn  in  19^2,  receipts  from  crops 
were  down  IS  percent  in  that  State  as  compared  xdth  19^2.    In  North  and 
South  Dakota  much  less  wheat  went  under  loan  than  in  December  of  the  year 
before,  and  income  from  crops  was       and  I6  percent  below  19^2  respectively 
in  these  States.    The  low  returns  in  these  3  States  accounted  for  the  decline 
in  receipts  from  crops  in  the  West  North  Central  region. 

In  the  South  Central  region,  receipts  from  crops  in  December  were  much 
lower  in  Kentucky,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas  in  I9U3  than  in  I9U2.    Less  tobacco 
was  sold  in  Kentucl-cy  last  December  than  in  I9U2  and  income  from  this  source 
was  reduced  ik  percent.    In  Oklahoma  receipts  from  both  corn  and  cotton  were 
low  because  of  relatively  small  crops. 

Income  from  crops  in  the  North  Atlantic  region  in  December  I9U3  was 
8U  percent  higher  than  in  I9U2  mostly  because  of  increased  receipts  from 
potatoes  in  Maine  and  from  tobacco  in  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut, 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  ranged  from  11  percent 
above  December  I9U2  in  the  North  Atlantic  and  the  East  North  Central  regions 
to  39  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  region.    Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs 
played  a  large  part  in  increasing  incomes  in  all  sections  and  accounted  for' 
most  of  the  increase  in  livestock  in  the  North  Atlantic  region.    Receipts  from 
hogs  were  up  also  in  most  States  in  the  East  North  Central  region.  Especially 
high  returns  from  broilers  and  turkeys  were  responsible  for  a  largo  proportion 
of  the  gains  in  the  South  Atlantic  region.

North  Atlantic  Region 

Increases  in  sales  of  potatoes  in  Maine,  New  York,  and  Pennsylvojiia 
and  in  marketings  of  tobacco  in  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut  were  largely 
responsible  for  -the  8U  percent  gain  iji- income  from  crops  in  December  19^3 
over  the  same  month  the  year  before  in  the  North  Atlantic  region.  Eavora,ble 
ceiling  prices  announced  in  December  for  v;rapper  types  drevir  onto  the  market 
a  large  volume  of  tobacco  that  had  been  held  back  pending  price  determination. 


Average  crops  of  tobacco  sold  at  prices  that  were  .much  higher  thaji 
ordinary  helped  greatly  to  increase  income  from  crops  for  the  entire  year  in 
Massachusetts  to  ?U  .percent  above  .19^2  and  in  Connecticut  to  52  percent  above 
19^2.    Every:  State  in  the  region  shared  in  the  greatly  expanded  income  from  a 
record  cirop^  of  potatoes  sold  at  prices  above  s.verage,  leading  the  ^Tay  to  a 
29  percent,  g^n"  iu'  receipts  from  props  for  I9U3  over  1914-2.'  ■ 

East  North  Central  Region  •"  - 

Corn  and  soybeans  in  Ohio  and  Illinois,  potatoes  in  Michigan,  and  com 
and  potatoes  in.  Wisconsin  are  the  (jrops  that  figured  heavily  in  the  39  percent 
increase  in  receipts  from  crops  ,in  the  East  North  Central  region  in  December 
19'^3  as  compared  with  December  I9U2.  . 

Substantial  gains  in  receipts  from  feed  crops,  soyUeausr  truck  crops 
and  potatoes  generally,  and  from  fruits  in  ell  States  but  Ohio,  were  largely 
responsible  for.  the  ik  percent  increase  inilncomfe  from  crops  in  this  region  in 
the  full  year  ■l9!+3  over  I9U2.     Increases  da' receipts  from  hogs,  poultry  ejid 
eggs,  and  milk  sold  at  wholesale  in  all  States  made  up  a  large  part  of  the 
21  percent  gain  in.  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the  region 
in  I9I+3  compared  rath  I9U2.  ■ 

West  North  Central"  Region 


Receipts  from  nearly  all  crops  in  Nebraska  in  December  I9U3  rose  well 
■e  the  same  month  in  13^2,  and  the  totej.  income  from  crops  in  December 
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increased  Uy  percent.    Income  from  wheat  and  corn  in  most  States  and  from 
cotton  in  Missouri  was  d.ovm  and  receipts  from  crops  for  the  region  as  a  whole 
were  5  percent  "below  December  13^2. 

Income  from  wheat  for  the  full  year  I9U3  fell  off  in  Kansas  end.  receipts 
from  crops  in  that  State  were  1  percent  below  19^2.    Income  from  wheat,  cornj 
oil-bearing  crops,  and  vegetables  were  relatively  high  in  most  States  in  I943 
end  receipts  from  crops  in  the  region  showed  a  26  percent  gain  over  1942. 
Receipts  for  meat  animals,  poultry  and  eggs,  and  dairy  products  -were  high  in 
all  States  and  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  -the  -entire 
region  was  29  percent  above  19^2. 

South  Atlantic  Region 

Income  from  toba.cco  in  December  19^3  v/as  high  in  relation  to  December 
I9U2  in  Virginia  ajid  lorth  Carolina,  receipts  from  cotton  made  marked  gains  in 
North  and  South  Carolina  and  Georgia,  and  income  from  citrus  fruits  rose 
sharply  over  December  I9U2  in  Florida.    These  increases  figured  prominently  in 
the  33  percent  gain  made  by  crops  in  December  19^3  over  December  of  the  pre- 
vious year.    Sharp  rises  in  receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  in  all  Sta.tes  were 
responsible  for  a.  large  part  of  the  39  percent  increase  in  income  from  live- 
stock and  livestock  products. 

Receipts  from  citrus  fruits  in  Florida  during  the  entire  year  19^3  rose 
i'ar  beyond  the  19*^2  level  and  income  from  tobacco  increased  sharply  in  all 
States  except  Delaware.    Receipts  from  cotton  in  19^3  were  high  especially  in 
North  and  South  Carolina  and  total  income  from  crops  in  the  region  was  22  per- 
cent greater  in  I9U3  than  in  I9U2. 

South  Central  Region 

Income  from  tobacco  was  down  in  Kentucky  in  December  19^-3  as  compared 
with  December  I9U2  and  receipts  from  cotton  declined  in  Oklahoma  and  Texas 
which  helped  to  bring  about  a  decrease  of  5  percent  in  receipts  from  crops  for 
the  region.    Receipts  from  hogs,  poultry  and  eggs,  and  dairy  products  were  high 
in  all  States  and  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  17  percent 
above  December  1942  for  the  entire  region. 

Except  in  Louisiana  where  receipts  from  hogs  were  down  slightly,  these 

sajne  products  earned  the  credit  for  most  of  the  2?  percent  gain  in  income  from 

iivestocJc  ajid  livestock  products  in  the  calendar  year  I9U3  over  I9I+2  for  the 

South  Central  region.

Cash  income  from  crop  marketings  in  I9U3  was  the  highest  on  record. 
The  recently  revised  estimate  of  7,903  million  dollars  is  2k  percent  greater 
than  the  income  of  6,387  million  dollars  received  from  crops  in  I9U2  ajid 
3  percent  atove  the  I919  crop  receipts  of  7,67^  million  dollars  v/hich  tos  the 
previous  record. 


Although  the  weather  in  I9U3  varied  extremely  at  times  in  different 
parts  of  the  country  and  occasionally  threatened  to  wreak  havoc  on  crop  pro- 
duction generally,  the  weather  as  a  whole  was  not  unfavorable  and  harvests 
tor  most  crops  were  above  average  even  though  only  a  few  equalled  the  pro- 
duction of  19U2.

The  rice  "crop 's'uffet^d  some  damage  fron  vdnd  in  California  out  con- 
ditions were  mostly  favoralsle  in  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  and  Texas.  Production 
was  greater  than  in  I9U2  in  all  States  except  Arkansas.    Average  prices  for 
rice  in  19^3  vere  12  percent  above  19^2. 

Rye 

The  harvested  acreage  of  rye  was  reduced  nearly  30  percent  fron  19^2 
to  19^3*    A  large  part  of  the  reduction  occurred  in  the  Worth  Central  regions 
because  of  ina.bility  to  compete  with  other  crops  more  necessary  for  purposes 
of  carrying  on  the  war.    Yields  were  reduced  to  average  levels  in  nearly  all 
sections,  and  production,  which  was  only  25  and  37  percent  of  19^f2  in  the 
large  rye  producing  States  of  North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota  respectively, 
was  only  53  percent  of  19^2  for  the  country  as  a  whole.    Average  prices  for 
rye  in  19^3  were  6S  percent  higher  than  19^2.   ;.  ■..

Corn 

Corn  planting  was  late  because  -o-f  cold,  rainy  weather  which  retarded 
development  during  the  first  few  weeks  of  groTr-th.    Flood  damage  required 
replanting  on  large  areas  in  the  North  Centi-al  regions,  and  .extreme  v/arm 
weather  during  the  siu^imer  curtailed  yields  in  some  South  Central  and  ;South 
Atlantic  sections.    Acreage  of  corn  harvested  was  6  percent  greater  than  in 
19^2 'and  total  production  was  only  2  percent  less.     Crops  in  Illinois, 
Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and.  fowa  were  substantially  larger  than  in  I9U2.  The 
large  carry-over  from  the  record  I9U2  crop  also  helped  to  bring  a.bout  an 
increase  of  33  percent  in  receipts  from  marketings  in  19^3  over' 


Oats 

Acreage  of  oats  was  seriously  reduced  in  New  York,  Pennsylvania, 
Michigan,  and  northern  Ohio  because  of  heavy  rains  at  planting  tine;  :a eld 
were  also  low  in  these  States.    Production  was  do-m  in  most  States  along  t 
Atlantic  Coast  .and  in  South  Dakota.     The  total  crop  for  the  country  m  1^4 
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was  15  percent  less  than  in  19^2,  but  the  quantity  sold,  including:  carry-^ver 
from  the  I9U2  crop,  was  3  percent  greater  and  income  from  marketings  was  I5 
percent  greater. 


Barley 

Production  of  barley  was  down  in  I9U3  as  compared  with  19^2  in  most 
sections  and  vras  especially  low  in  the  important  producing  States  of  the  T/est 
North  Central  region  where  part  of  the  acreage  was  released  for  other  crops 
more  necessary  for  war  purposes.    The  I9U3  crop  was  only  75  percent  as  great  1 
as  the  one  in  19^2,  but  there  was  a  large  carry-over  from  the  19^2  crop,  and  j 
the  quantity  sold  during  the  calendar  year  I9U3  was  only  1  percent  less  than  I 
in  I9U2.    Receipts  from  marketings  in  19^3  were  50  percent  greater  than  for 
the  slightly  larger  quantity  sold  in  19'+2, 

Grain  Sorghums 

Yields  of  grain  sorghums  v;ere  lower  than  for  19^+2  in  all  States  where 
the  crop  is  raised  in  the  North  Central,  South  Central,  and  Western  regions 
except  North  Daicota  and  California;  production  declined  in  all  Sta.tes  except 
North  Dakota  and  Texas.  The  19^3  season  a.verage  price  was  1+9  percent  higher 
than  in  191^2  and  the  income  in  19^3  ^as  67  percent  greater  because  a,  part  of 
the  large  19^+2  crop  was  marketed  in  I9I+3. 

Hay 

The  amount  of  hay  sold  during  the  calendar  year  I9U3  was  about  the  sane 
as  was  sold  in  19^^2,  because  of  the  relatively  large  quantity  of  the  record 
I9I+2  crop  marketed  in  I9I+3  although  production  in  19U3  was  5  percent  less  than 
in  the  previous  year.     Slightly  larger  acreages  were  harvested  in  nearly  all  ' 
States,  resulting  in  a  2  percent  increase  for  the  country,  but  yields  were 
generally  lower.    The  season  average  price  in  19I+3  was  50  percent  above  19I+2. 
Income  received  from  marketings  of  hay  during  19^3   was  29  percent  greater 
than  receipts  in  1942.

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Soyljeans 

Soybean  production  in  over  19^+2  made  substantial  increases  in  i.iost 

States  in  the  North  Central  regions,  to  bring  about  a  5  percent  gain  in  total 
production  in  the  United  States;  income  from  soybean  marketings  during  ISU3 
rose  15  percent  above  the  year  previous.    Yields  per  acre  in  some  of  the  States 
in  the  North  Central  sections  were  slightly  higher  than  in  19^2.  cut  r/ere  lovrer 
in  most  States  and  dropped  over  3  percent  for  the  entire  producing  area.  Total 
acreage  was  up  about  o  percent  over  19^2,  vdth  increases  well  distributed  over 
all  sections. 

Income  from  soybeans  in  most  States  in  19^3  was  somewhat  above  I9U2. 
In  general  where  this  v/as  not  true,  per  acre  jdelds  in  19^3  were  belov/  those 
in  19^2;  in  Virginia,  Kentucky,  Arkansas,  and  Louisiana  acreage  harvested  in 
19^2  exceeded  that  of  19^3*    The  season  average  price  in  19^3  exceeded  19'^2  in 
all  States,  and  was  12  percent  greater  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Peanuts 

The  19^3  peanut  crop  was  I6  percent  larger  than  the  crop  in  19^2  and 
the  income  received  from  marketings  of  peanuts  during  the  calendar  year  19^3 
was  32  percent  greater  than  in  19^2, 

Yftiile  the  average  price  for  the  season  in  19^3  ^^.s  18  percent  higher 
than  in  I9U2  for  the  entire  United  States,  average  prices  in  Virginia  and 
North  Carolina  were  slightly  less  in  I9U3  thaji  in  I9U2. 

Acreage  planted  in  19^3  was  well  above  19^+2  in  all  States  except  in 
Mississippi  where  it  was  only  slightly  less. 

Growing  conditions  were  very  favorable  in  South  Carolina,  Georgia,, 
Florida,  and  Alabama  and  yields  per  acre  were  much  higher  than  in  I9U2. 
Production  in  each  of  the  k  States  v;as  also  sub stajiti ally  greater.    In  Arkansas 
Louisiana,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas  planting  was  delayed  by  early  floods  and  later 
in  the  season  development  was  retarded  by  drought.    Per  acre  yields  were  do\7n 
sjid  production  was  relatively  low  in  each  State  except  Louisiana. 

Rainfall  was  inadequate,  during  most  of  the  growing  season  in  Virginia, 
North  Carolina,  and  Tennessee  and  yields  were  chocked,  but  increased  acreage 
made  greater  total  production  than  in  I9U2  possible  in  Virginia  axid.  Tennessee, 

TOBACCO 

Income  from  tobacco  in  I9U3  of  557  million  dollars,  en  all-time  high, 
was  considerably  above  the  previous  record  high  of  5OO  million  dollars  in  1919 
and  18  percent  above  receipts  in  19^2.     Increases  in  19^3  income  by  types  of 
leaf  ranged  from  9  percent  for  flue-cured  to  65  percent  for  Maryland. 

There  was  a  great  deal  of  hot  dry  weather  in  the  flue-cured,  dark  air- 
cured,  and  fire-cured  areas  and  in  Maryland,    Some  hail  damage,  drought,  and 
early  frost  occurred  in  the  Connecticut  Valley  and  Pennsylvania  sections. 
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The  I9U3  crop,  however,  was  only  slightly  smaller  than  that  of  I9U2.  Both

States  showing  .smaller 
increases  were  principally  those  in  flue-cured  areas,  where  somewhat  smaller 
marketings,  accompanied  by  only  slight  price  rises,  tended  to  hold  income  to 
compaJratively  lov/er  levels.

Further  injury  was 
Caused  by  heavy  October  frosts  in  some  parts  of  the  northern  cotton  grov^ing 
area. 

Per  acre  yields  v/ere  particularly  high  in  southern  sections  and  in 
New  Mexico  and  California.    Total  production  in  I9U3  exceeded  19^+2  in  the 
same  area  v/ith  the  exception  of  California,  where  harvested  acreage  in  I9U3 
was  20  percent  less  than  in  I9U2.

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'  NetraskaV  Ohio ,,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Iowa,  West  Virginia,  and  Tfyoming 
were  the  only  late  potato  States  where  production  was  less  than  in  1914-2, 
Early  frost  in  western  Neliraska  and  Wyoming  and  "both  flood  and  drought  in  the 
o.thqr  5  States  reduced  yields  per  acre  "below  19^2  levels.    Production  in  Maine 
was  72  percent  greater  than  in  19^2.  with  a  gain  of  3^  percent  both  in  acreage 
harvested  and  in  yield  per  acre. 

Severe  drought  curtailed  yields  in  nost  of  the  intermediate  potato- 
growing  section.  Although  acreage  was  increased  in  all  States,  production 
was  greater  than  19^+2  only  in  New  J,ersey,  Virginia,  Kentucky,  and  Kansas.

Sweetpotatoes  •  " 

Although  production  of  sweetpotatoes  for  the  United  States  in  19^3  ^a-s 
11  percent  grea.ter  than  in  19^2,  yields  were,  reduced  in  all  States  except 
Alabama  and  Louisiana. 

The  11  percent  gain  in  production  of  sweetpotatoes  for  the  United  States 
in  19^3  as  compared  vdth  19^2  was  due  mostly  to  acreage  increases  which 
occurred  in  jaearly  all  sweetpotato-grovdng  States.     Yields  per  acre  were  dom 
in  all  States  except  Alabama,  Louisiana,  oaid,  California  as  extreme  dry  weather 
over  nearly  the  entire  producing  area  seriously  interfered  with  normal  develop- 
ment during  the  summer.    Production  was  low  in  most  States  in  the  northern 
part  of  the-  gro\7ing  area  where  yields  vz-ere,  severely  curtailed,  but  increases 
occurred  in  most  southern  States  where  larger  acreages  were  generally  combined 
with  yields  that  were  only  slightly  less  than  in  I9U2, 

The  90  percent  increase  in  income  from  sweetpotatoes  for  the  United 
States  in  I9U3  was  primarily  due  to  the  82  percent  increase  in  average  prices 
.    received  in  I9U3  over  19U2.

Sales  of  apples  during  the  calendar  year  I9U3  totaled  100,293,000 
bushels,,  one-third  of  which  were  from  the  19^2  crop.    Production  in  19U3  was 
31  percent  less  than  in  I9U2.     Cold,  wet  weather  was  unfavorable  for  polli- 
nation in  the  Northeastern  States  and  resulted  in  a  light  crop.    In  the  South 
Atlantic  States  buds  were  damaged  by  spring  freezes,  and  sur.tmer  drought  pre- 
vented proper  development.    In  Washington,  below  normal  temperatures  in  the 
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early  spring  retarded  progress  and: a-  crop  I5  percent'  "below  I9U2  resulted.

Income  from  apple  marketings  in  I9U3  was  kS  percent  greater  than  in 
19^2.

Production  of  grapes  in  the  United  States  for  19^3  exceeded  19^2  by 
l6  percent  owing  largely  to  the  record  crop  in  California  which  was  nade 
possible  by  ideal  weather  and  excellent  care*    In  New  York  the  19^3  crop  was 
52  percent,  and  in  Michigan  92  percent,  of  the  19^2  crop,    Arizona  e,nd  Utah 
were  the  only  Sta,tes  except  California  where  production  in  19^3  "^'^-^  greater 
than  in  the  year  previous. 

The  season  e.verage  price  for  the  United  States  in  19^3  '-2,s  I'o  percent 
higher  than  for  19^2.    Prices  were  higher  in  all  States  in  19^3  \rith  greatest 
differences  in  the  West  North  Central  and  South  Atlantic  regions* 


Strawberries 


Production  of  strawberries  in  the  United  States  in  19'+3  ^^'^  only  53 
percent  of  19^!-2  fron  an  acreage  75  percent  e.s  great.    Average  yield  per  acre 
for  the  entire  country  in  I9U3  was  two-thirds  of  that  for  I9U2.    Only  in 
Mississippi,  Virginia,,  and  California  were  average  yields  greater  taaxi  in 
19^2,  but  yields  in  nost  States  appeared  more  favorable  when  conpared  with 
the  10-year  average  rather  than  with  the  exceptionally  high  yields  of  1SU2. 

The  average  price  for  all  States  in  I9U3  was  97  percent  above  19^+2  and 
income  fron  strav/berries  for  19^3  '-7as  18  percent  higher  than  for  the  year 
before.    Bettor  prices  resulted  in  increased  returns  in  most  States  in  I9U3, 
although  production  was  definitely  lower  than  in  the  previous  yea.r. 

Citrus  Pruits 


Generally  fa.vorable  weather  in  citrus  fruit  producing  sections  in  19^3 » 
increased  numbers  of  trees  coming  into  bearing,  and  greater  maturity  of  young 
trees  resulted  in  above-average  crops  with  production  of  oranges  for  the 
1943-44  season  exceeding  the  record' crop  oi'"l9U2-U3.     The  total  cash  incor.ie 
from  oranges  in  19^3  of  236  million  dollars,  which  was  3I  percent  above  the 
receipts  in  I9U2,  was  obtained  from  the  sale  of  about  the  saxie  axiount  of  fruit 
as  in  the  year  before  but  at  prices  which  wore  3I  percent  greater.  Although 
marketings  in  Louisiana,  Texas,  Arizona,  and  California  were  less  thexi  in 
19'+2,  the  increased  amount  sold  in  Florida  offset  the  reductions  in  other 
States. 

+V,         S^^o^o°^  grapefruit  in  Florida  in  19^^3  were  I9  percent  greater  than 
those  of  1942  and  the  quantity  sold  in  all  States  exceeded  191:2  bv  Ii  r^ercent.
